A surmary statement of employmont recorded on ray=Roll Tax returns 
for Australia is given, without any edjustment, in the next table. 





Tho roturns do not oover omployoes of tho Commonwealth Governmont, 
employecs whose employers do not pay more than £2( por woek in wages and omployeos in 
religious and bonovolont institutions and hospitals. Tho proportion of all omployces 
who aro covered varies from State to State, but for Australia as a whole, tho approx- 
imate proportions of ostimated total omployees (cther than those of tho Commonwoalth, 
thoso engaged in rural industries and female domestics in privato houscholds) in the 
Pay-Roll Tax returns sre 90 por cont. of rmeles end 75 per cont. of fomales. 


Employors! Pay-Roll Tax returns were classified for “industry” 
according tc tho industrios in which tho firms were predominantly ongagod. 


The tablo may be taken as indicating trends from month to month, 
but not as a guido to tho absoluto numbers employed in tho respcetive industrics.
